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FESTIVAL OF 
CURIOSITIES 

Barnes local Caroline Giddings tells us why the Isle of Wight Festival is 
for everyone, with constant new quirks and a rich dissident heritage

W ith an original Ronnie 

Wood painting on the wall 
of Caroline Giddings’ 
beautiful home in Barnes, 
along with Marilyn Monroe prints in 
intense, garish multicolour and an 
infamous 1997 Pink Floyd piece hanging 
above the stairs, featuring the backs of 
girls painted with their various album 
artworks, it’s apparent that this is a 
household engaged with the heritage of 
rock and pop culture past. Along with 
husband and partner in business, 
renowned music agent John Giddings, 
they formed Solo Music Agency, plus 
the small matter of resurrecting the Isle 
of Wight festival. ‘The festival started as 
a hobby and became a full time 
occupation. We both live and breathe it,’ 
Caroline says. 

The Isle of Wight Festival launched in 
1968 as part of the counterculture 
movement of the 60s and 70s, an era that 
gave rise to the bohemian hippie and saw 
the British music scene invade the US. 

In 1970, more than 600,000 people 
descended onto the tiny island, more 
than at the Woodstock festival, crowning 
it as the most widely acknowledged 
musical event of its time, with the likes 
of Jimi Hendrix headlining. Residents 
complained and Parliament passed the 
‘Isle of Wight Act’, effectively banning 
gatherings of more than 5,000 people on 
the island without a special licence, 
putting an end to the festival. 

A 17-year-old John Giddings was 
present on the island that glorious day, so 
inspired by the experience that he 
planned to revive the festival from the 
ashes. Practising as a lawyer at the time, 
Caroline met John when he contacted her 
to ask for help with the legalities 
surrounding the Isle of Wight Act and 
they were married shortly after. Together 
they brought the Isle of Wight Festival

back to life in 2002 and, last year, it 
opened its metaphorical doors to over 
55,000 party-goers. 

‘We pride ourselves on it being a 
music lover’s festival,’ says Caroline. 
‘We want to keep that heritage alive. We 
mix heirtage headliners with the latest 
popular artists, that way there is 
something for everyone.’ This year the 
line-up boasts the likes of Faithless, Jess 
Glynn, The Who, Queen featuring Adam 
Lambert and Stereophonies, while last 
year saw The Prodigy bring supreme 
chaos to the stage as the rain roared 
down and the crowd went wild before 
the sun came out and bathed Fleetwood 
Mac in warm, golden rays as they 
played. Caroline’s personal highlights 
include The Rolling Stones performance 
of 2007 and Spandau Ballet singing 
Gold. Caroline heard Jagger and Amy 
Winehouse rehearsing together the same 
year, describing it as ‘incredible’. 

As well as being a crazy celebration 
of rock heritage, the festival also has 
other wacky elements that add to its 
idiosyncrasy, such as Cirque De La 
Quirk, which is a party circus of sorts, 
with fire poi and everyone dressed in 
bizarre attire. Thumping DJ sets are 
played from the tops of trees and there is 


also a spa with hot tubs and a pampering 
station for the more high maintenance 
attendees. Creative craft workshops are 
on offer, along with circus workshops for 
adventerous pre teens and there’s a kids 
zone for even younger children, anyone 
under 12 goes free! The association of 
the festival with the isle is estimated to 
bring in around £10m for the island: the 
Giddings’ are very proactive about 
promoting and 
supporting local 
charities and 
businesses in the area. 

‘It’s like a holiday. 

Once you get on the 
boat with all the 
positive ions in the 
water, the party starts,’ 
says Caroline on the festival 
experience. ‘It’s just such a 
cross section of people. 

When the headliners come on 
you will see a 60-year-old 
standing next to a chap with 
his three-year-old on his 
shoulders. I love that. It’s about 
introducing your kids to the 
music.’ 

Away from the 
festival, the Giddings

live in Barnes and love being there. 
Caroline’s a big fan of the Olympic 
Cinema, The White Hart pub (which 
does ‘the best Sunday roast in the 
world’), The Harrodian School, which 
her daughter Kitty attends, and Physio 
On The River where she attends weekly 
yoga sessions. They also own a house by 
the sea on the Isle of Wight, which ties 
them even more tightly to the 

community there. This 
year the festival will 
pay homage to the late 
David Bowie in a 
number of different 
ways, as John was his 
agent and friend for 
over 30 years and he 
played his last ever 
UK gig at the festival in 2004. 
‘It is a way of life, it is who 
we are and we love it,’ 
Caroline prepares to bid me 
farewell. ‘I would never go 
back to private practice and 
being a solicitor for all the tea 
in China!’

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THE FINAL TOUCH 

The Aviva Premiership Rugby Final is a long-awaited date in the 
Twickenham calendar. Saracens player Duncan Taylor tells us what to expect

W est London is simply 

brimming with talent from 
famous faces such as 
David Attenborough to 
David Tennant, and one place that talent 
can be found is Twickenham - home of 
England Rugby. And one such weekend 
in which talent can be found is the 
Premiership Rugby final, falling this year 
on 28 May. 

With 12 clubs in the premiership 
made up of Bath, Exeter Chiefs, 
Gloucester, Harlequins, Leicester Tigers, 
London Irish, London Wasps, London 
Welsh, Newcastle Falcons, Northampton 
Saints, Sale Sharks and, finally, Saracens 
who won the title last year, the weekend 



is something that many rugby fans look 
forward to all season. Perhaps this is due 
to the 22 rounds of games that come 
before the final even arrives, or perhaps 
it’s because of the high calibre of rugby 
that can be expected. With Saracens 
defending their title well this year, the 
top of the league table looks as though 
the weekend is set to be a good one with 
Wasps and Exeter Chiefs following 
closely behind. So, what makes the 
winning team and what can we expect 
from the big day this year? 

Scottish Rugby Union and Saracens 
player Duncan Taylor is the strong 
running centre for last year’s champions, 
though is particularly modest when it

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comes to his talent in the squad. 

‘I started playing in Scotland when I was 
five-years-old, but moved around a lot 
when I was younger including living in 
Australia. It was only when I came back 
to England and started playing for 
Bedford that Saracens spotted me,’ he 
explains. ‘I guess I just got quite lucky 
with it, it was never on my radar to 
actually get to play with Saracens until it 
started to happen!’ It’s not only his own 
talent for the game that Taylor tries to 
play down, but he also thinks of the final 
as just ‘another game of rugby really.’ 

Perhaps this is the 
trick to succeed, a laid- 
back approach in order 
to ensure a level head? 

This is certainly 
something that fits with 
the West London ethos 
too. ‘It’s a game of 
rugby with a massive award at the end of 
it, so this means that the atmosphere on 
the day is incredible and there’s always a 
great buzz about the weekend,’ he says. 

‘I guess it will be an emotional 
experience for a lot of people though.’ 

Something that is not so laid-back is 


the training that goes towards the 
weekend, in order to ensure they come 
out fighting for the audience at 
Twickenham. ‘An average week we train 
three days a week for 
the final,’ says 
Taylor. ‘We start 
with a lighter day on 
a Monday, which 
involves a lot of 
detail and analysis to 
figure out what 
moves we are going to run for.’ Keeping 
the players and the opposing teams 
guessing is something that is central to 
the success of the teams in the final. But 
it’s not only the players that should 
always be on their toes with this one as 
Taylor explains to me that, although they

managed to win last year, they actually 
came fourth in the league, so the 
audience need to be on top of things too. 
‘Things can often go a bit of an 
unorthodox way with the Premiership 
Rugby games, but so long as you believe 
that you can win it then a lot of things 
can go your way,’ says Taylor. 

With Saracens and Premiership 
Rugby fans all over the UK, and a huge 
following from the locals and the rest of 
West London, people get their tickets 
early for this fixture resulting in a sell¬ 
out atmosphere. So, if you want to be a 
part of it then get to Twickenham and 
experience the buzz and energy of the 
final touch in this long-awaited finale.

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A CHILD’S 
EYE VIEW 

We talk to two Richmond parents who have brought 
West London to life for kids - through words

W hen it comes to the routine 
of bedtime story reading, 
there is an abundance of 
books on the market to 
cater to all sorts of needs and wants for 
children. But often, the rewarding task 
can become quite samey and it can be 
hard to keep little minds from wandering 
to more appealing activities than winding 
down. This is why local writer Louise 
Joyce and local illustrator Romana 
Staniaszek have come up with a novel 
way (pun intended) of engaging both 
children and adults alike. 

Like a lot of other parents, Joyce and 
Staniaszek met in the school playground 
but, unlike other parents perhaps, quickly 


started talking about the differences that 
they could bring to children’s books. 
Having brought up their own children, 
one of the big things they noticed was 
the lack of specific location within books 
for kids. That is, there are very few 
stories that talk about settings that 
children can immediately identify with. 
‘It seems to be a widespread thing,’ says 
Joyce. ‘I originally come from York and 
there doesn’t seem to be any books that 
include specific locations around there 
either.’ They set about researching and, 
after realising that there was only one 
children’s book that mentioned 
Richmond in the local bookshop, they 
decided that they just had to write a book 



about the town and the surrounding 
areas. ‘We were always looking for 
books in the local bookshop that 
included our area and there was nothing,’ 
explains Staniaszek. ‘It just seemed so 
absurd because it’s so beautiful here and 
children love to have familiarity with 
things!’ Staniaszek originally worked in 
textile design and Joyce has always 
written fiction for a writer’s group, so 
together they had the ideal scenario for 
creating a picture-book. 

The book follows the story of Harry 
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the Funny-Looking Frog who is lost 
from his home and it takes the children 
on a literary walking tour of Richmond, 
following the river from Richmond 
Bridge, and eventually taking the 
children back along the river to Kew 
Gardens. Once arriving there at the end 
of the story, the children realise that 
Harry is actually one of the frogs that 
they have probably seen when visiting 
the popular Prince of Wales Observatory. 
‘Everything is about letting them realise, 
and allowing them to use their 
imaginations, to develop the story 
further, but always be engaged in a way 
that other stories don’t,’ says Joyce. 

Nearly every page hones in on an area 
that local children will have seen, might 
know well or could even frequent 
regularly. As we sit on Richmond’s 
riverbank for the interview, we are 
overlooking the island in which the story 
begins, just in the shadow of Richmond 
Bridge. Interestingly, this excites even 
myself as an adult and I start to match 
the illustrations with the landmarks that I 
know. ‘The children at the readings love 
to show-off and they jump around 
saying, “Ooo, I recognise that! I’ve been 
there!” It’s really great to see,’ says

Staniaszek. As Staniaszek continues, she 
explains how many people have 
approached them for a book simply due 
to it being a keepsake of their hometown 
or favourite holiday destination. ‘My 
children love Kew Gardens, so I figured 
other children in the area would know it 
just as well too,’ says Joyce. And from 
the reception to the book, it seems that 
this is definitely the case. ‘The reaction 
has been incredible, especially from 


parents and grandparents who love 
reading something that they can also 
engage with. It opens up further story 
development for the kids and parents; 
they are able to embellish the story with 
their own thoughts of the places.’ 

It’s not the end of the local London 
adventure for Harry and his loyal 
following of children and parents either. 
‘We’re actually planning a series of 
books that will follow Harry along the 
Thames so that other children can benefit 
from this relatable element to their 
bedtime stories,’ says Joyce. And what 
can we expect to find in the next novel?

W est London is expensive, especially 
when it comes to finding your perfect 
forever home. It means that people 
are struggling to find the space in 
their houses when their family starts to expand. But 
what about if someone offered you a solution that 
meant there was no need to uproot from your 
perfect home? More importantly, no need to move 
from wonderful West London. There has been a rise 
in the number of people extending and renovating 
their homes, particularly by burrowing far beneath 


the ground. West London is paving the way, with 
conversions so expansive you could fit a number of 
double-decker buses below the garden. 

Steve McStea is the Director of Advantage 
Basements, a company that is keen to show people 
that building a basement within a home that you’re 
already happy with is the answer. ‘It avoids a costly 
and stressful move,’ says McStea. It’s not only the 
emotional ties to a property that keep people from 
moving away. For many, extending the home means 
that they are financially more able to get what they 
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want. ‘Financially the increase in living space a 
basement creates is worth the same per pound per 
square foot as the rest of the house and is cheaper 
than moving,’ explains McStea.

What strikes me when talking to McStea is the 
way in which Advantage Basements is a company 
that doesn’t leave any stone unturned. While doing 
the basement conversion for Kew House, it made 
sense to offer the new kitchen that was wanted too. 
‘We took this opportunity to level the floors and fit 
under-floor heating - thus removing unsightly 
radiators and freeing up wall space for cabinetry.’ 

This attention to detail hasn’t gone unnoticed 
either, with a property in Richmond that they 
converted winning them the Richmond Association 
Award. ‘We were invited to build a new end of 
terrace four-storey house to very exacting standards.

It needed to match the attached Victorian property in 
every detail and yet had to be to a very high 
sustainable code,’ says McStea. ‘We enjoy doing 
period conversions; they benefit the clients by 
transforming a dysfunctional Victorian house into a 
house that works for a modem family. Often we 
build a new rear extension or side return to bring the 
ground floor up to modem standards too.’ 

So it’s onwards and upwards - or perhaps, 
downwards and outwards - for those looking to dig 
deeper for the perfect home in West London and 
Advantage Basements is a company that strives to 
put the client at an advantage. After all, their motto 
is: ‘Let’s do it once and do it right.’ If you’re 
looking for a design that looks forward to the future 
but solves the problem at present, then digging into 
the already happy foundations of your family home 
seems like the perfect answer.

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A COTTAGE 
IN THE CITY 

Interior design powerhouse Louise Jones talks us through how she 
found herself a country abode within the realms of West London

H ave you ever dreamt of living 
the country life, but haven’t 
quite been able to give up on 
the hubbub of our wonderful 
city? This is a paradox that many people 
face day-to-day, but rarely do they 
manage to find a way of combining the 
two wishes. This is something that 
interior designer Louise Jones has 
managed, however, with her home in 
Ham, a property so country and quaint 
you would think you had stepped into a 
quintessential British village. From the 
beauty of this humble abode, it may 
come as no surprise that Jones trained at 
the renowned Inchbald School of Design 
in Belgravia and has recently been listed 
in House & Garden’s 100 Leading 
Interior Designers. Quite a feat some 
might say. And quite a feat is this 
renovation of a small workman’s cottage 
that belonged to Ham Manor House - a 
renovation that has nearly doubled the 


size of the property. 

It wasn’t the easiest to purchase 
once Jones had her design-fuelled eye 
on it, however. Tt had so much interest 
and it was a bit of a battle to secure it 
with so many developers after the 
project,’ she says. ‘I had to really stick 
to my guns and do 
all-sorts of strange 
things like non- 
refundable cash 
deposits to get it.’ But 
once the deed was 
finally done, Jones set 
about on a two-year 
project to renovate 
the cottage from top to bottom, to 
outside and in. 

Tt was really very run-down,’ Jones 
explains. Tt was lived in by an elderly 
man in his 80 s who had been bom in the 
house, but the company he rented it off 
hadn’t been maintaining it. So it hadn’t 


been looked after for 40-50 years. I 
could see that it had a lot of potential to 
extend though, and it also had a 90 ft 
walled garden so we just thought: 
“There’s so much scope here.” So we 
started by just painting the whole thing 
white and just lived with it. We did the 
garden first and let it 
speak for itself. It took 
nearly a year to 
landscape it and it was 
only then that we 
tackled the house with 
our excellent builder.’ 
As you walk through 
the property, you’re hit 
by walls of colour and intricate patterns 
set against plain walls and simple 
antique decoration. Although a designer, 
Jones was keen for her home to not feel 
like it had a designer’s scheme to it. 

T wanted it to feel natural, as if it’s 
evolved over time. It’s got to feel like

special place - I can while away several 
therapeutic hours there.’ Well, you can’t 
get much more country than that.

So how did such a country life end 
up manifesting itself within London? 
‘We’ve got two dogs and a horse, so 
when I was looking I knew I wanted a 
nice big garden and Ham allowed for 
my horse to be in Richmond Park, 
which is lovely,’ she explains. ‘I just 
love the country life, the gardening, the 
riding - but I have to be in London.’ 
Jones goes onto tell me that Ham has 
the village feel that she 
needed, whilst being so 
well connected too. With 
this, the properties seem 
more country though. 

‘I always take the lead from 
the property itself. I’m really 
passionate about letting the 
cottage or the properties 
speak,’ says Jones. ‘I’m not 
a huge fan of when these 
little period properties get 
completely modernised and 
stripped of all the character.’ After 
realising she enjoyed designing for 
clients that wanted an old-world, English 
countryside look, the property allowed 
for her to design her home in this way. 

And staying true to her country roots, 
despite the home being everything she 
could have wished for, Jones admits that 
it is the outside space of the property 
that is her favourite part. ‘It’s like a little 
haven and a retreat from the city for 
me,’ says Jones. ‘I work with houses all 
day, every day, so the garden is my 


you’ve been collecting over the years 
even if it did all arrive in one afternoon. 
The scheme if it had to have one was 
just to be comfortable, inviting and 
period to the Victorian house,’ she 
explains. Although it doesn’t feel like it 
has a polished designer scheme, 
everything within the walls is perfectly 
articulated. This can be seen in the 
placement of the oriental chest in the 
living room, against the 
modem and art-vibe lamp 
that is placed on top.

‘At one point 
I considered boarding it in 
shingle tiles and I sort of wish I had 
done that now. It looks lovely, but when 
I look at it with my designer head on I 
pick at it a little,’ she says. Despite the 
modest dimensions, the property has a 
certain reputation for its opulent, old- 
world and elegant feel. ‘My next door 
neighbours have labelled it Downton 
Abbey ,’ laughs Jones. ‘I don’t shy away 
from decoration and pattern and I 
wanted to have a lot of interest, a lot of 
different materials, which definitely 
takes it in a more opulent direction.’

Why sustainable shouldn’t be a word dragged through the dirt 


I magine a restaurant that salves not only your 
hunger, but your conscience too. So the sourcing 
is tiptop, guided by the seasons, with happy, 
frolicking beasts chosen from only the finest of 
free-range farms. As local as possible, of course. 

Small, artisan suppliers are paid on time, a decent 
price for their very decent wares. The staff are happy, 
as they get a decent salary. Rubbish is responsibly 
recycled, water used with sensible parsimony, and the 
whole place also plays an important, inspiring role in 
the community too. All very worthy, I hear you say, 
and a laudable, if utopian, dream. 

Anyway, you might go on, these places do exist. 

But tend to serve up sanctimony with tomatillo salsa, 
and purse-lipped lectures with the lentils. There’s 
nothing like a waggy finger to really put you off your 
pasta. These scrappy hippy cafes might have their 
heart in the right place, but when it comes to a 
civilised lunch, they’re about as much fun as Quom. 

But sustainability and succour need not be mutually 
exclusive. Any decent chef worth his or her Halen 
Mon looks for the very best ingredients. The ones that 
make the taste buds swoon. Ingredients that tend not 
to have been raised or grown in the horrible intensive 
industrial system, where profit comes before taste, and 
margins, rather than culinary magnificence, are the 
only concern. Show me a chef who doesn’t care about 
where his ingredients come from, and I’ll show 
someone in the wrong job. 

So it’s relatively simple to source all this lovely 
free range meat. And fish, plucked from the sea by 
methods un-ruinous to Mother Nature. But there’s 



more to sustainability than mere food. As Henry 
Dimbleby, one of the founders of The Sustainable 
Restaurant Association (foodmadegood.org), as well as 
one of the men behind Leon, points out: ‘Being 
sustainable doesn’t just mean sourcing the right fish. It 
means - as well as your bottom line - considering 
your sourcing, your environmental impact, how you 
treat your employees and how you engage with your 
community.’ Quite right too. 

And it’s not just the usual vegan haunts (some of 
which, I’m sure, are, ahem, wonderful) with three 
SRA stars. But respected restaurants, like Ceviche, 

The Modem Pantry, Rabbit and Grain Store. And 
small groups like Rock Fish, Rick Stein, Hawksmoor, 
Foxlow, Daylesford and River Cottage. Plus upmarket 
chains like Wahaca and Leon, and even the 
midmarket, with the likes of Ask Pizza and Pasta 
going for three stars glory too. Stirring stuff. The great 
Raymond Blanc is SRA President, ensuring good food 
goes hand in hand with good practice. Look after the 
suppliers, the punters, the staff, the environment AND 
the local community... everyone’s happy, not least 
your taste buds. In short, pure culinary common sense. 
Amen to that.

W hen Mel Marriott, Darwin 
& Wallace’s Managing 
Director, first saw the 
inside of Chiswick Fire 
Station she felt passionate about it from 
the get-go. Although the historic building 
had previously been an All Bar One and 
presented itself as ready for a successful 
bar, she immediately saw the potential 
for something a bit different and 
community centric for Chiswick. The 
result? No 197 Chiswick Fire Station - a 
destination bar that pays homage to the 
history and community at the centre of 
the building, and a bar that aims to feel 
like a home to the locals. 

The fire station is steeped in history, 


and a history that has served Chiswick 
for years. Opening on the High Road in 
1891 , it became known as one of the 
most equipped near London at the time. 
Chiswick will be the fourth site for 
Darwin & Wallace, and they are keen to 
draw upon the way in which this 
eponymous site roots people in their 
local community. ‘We approach West 
London predominantly with our 
establishments and Chiswick was 
somewhere that we had always wanted 
to go,’ says Marriott. ‘There are a lot of 
restaurants, casual dining and a lot of 
pubs but what we want to offer is 
unique. We are predominantly a bar, and 
one that sells good food too, but one that 


you visit when you know you want to 
nip out for a nice drink! ’ 

She goes on to tell me how Darwin & 
Wallace recognise that our socialising 
patterns have changed, and people work 
in nice spaces and socialise in different 
hours of the day - something that they 
want to play into for the Chiswick 
residents. ‘We are going to be open from 
nine until late at night, and offer food for 
the whole of this window.’ One of the 
most personal elements of this new 
offering is the way in which the Fire 
Station will offer a curated environment 
that will change depending on the mood 
and tone of the people within the 
premises at any given time. ‘We will

have a DJ on a Friday and Saturday from 
about 9 pm which, rather than a lively 
dance environment, will approach the 
music by the atmosphere around them. 
It’s a more personal 
and thoughtful touch,’ 
explains Marriott. 

They’ve 

re-imagined the space 
entirely too, and 
focused on the 
community aspect of 
integrity and 
openness. ‘There was a little courtyard 
space at the back that was underused and 
just posed as a smoking solution, and the 
building previously cut off two thirds of 
the way down so we created an open 
kitchen for a sense of honesty and 
theatre, but it also means that when you 
walk in you can see from front to back 
and your eye is drawn to the courtyard,’ 
says Marriott. ‘It’s a really beautiful, 
light and airy space.’ They’ve also 
created a central bar, drawing people 
together and creating a sense of openness 


but intimacy too. What’s important is 
that it seems like a space where people 
can make themselves at home. 

It’s clear that detail is imperative to 
Marriott, with the building walls 
decorated by original artwork 
handpicked in partnership with The 
Hang Up Gallery in Stoke Newington. In 
this detail, it was important for the 

building and the space 
to pay homage to what 
was there before. When 
designing the bar, they 
took the time to look at 
old images of the fire 
station as it was and 
noticed the space was 
split by little stable 
blocks. ‘We’ve interpreted it into the 
seating design, to allude to this and add a 
motif from the past,’ explains Marriott. 
With history seeping through the details 
in No 197 Chiswick Fire Station, there’s 
something warm and inviting about this 
new venture for Darwin & Wallace. So, 
if you ever needed an excuse to make 
your way to the bar... Well, here it is!

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THE STONEMASON’S ARMS

F rom the outside, this 
city pub may just 
come across as your 
standard beery local, 
but the interior will take you 
somewhere far more intimate 
and cosy. Inside The 
Stonemason’s Arms is homely, 
and gives off a certain 
warming atmosphere. With 
tables set under draping fairy lights and a shabby 
chic feel to the setting, this pub is the perfect 
place to escape to for an after-work treat meal. 

The Stonemason’s Arms is a five minute 
walk from Hammersmith Tube station, so it is 
wonderfully convenient and can offer exactly 
what you might fancy, at any given time. If 
you just fancy a quick but tasty nibble, then 
the starters presented in brown paper bags are 
the food of choice for you. With the choice of 
appetizers a good size - though not too big so 
that you struggle to make any sort of decision 
- you can choose from starters such as crispy 
squid or goat’s cheese mousse. 

We arrived on a particularly warm April 
evening, and there is decking outside, which 
made it very tempting to lounge outside. In 
true pub style, the menu offers plenty, but at 
least the starters allow you to dip in and out of 
each others choices and not stick to one rigid

menu choice; it’s a social pub, 
made for sharing and the 
atmosphere tells you that too. 

I’ve always loved a good a 
la carte fish dish in a restaurant 
and was pleased to see a few 
options on the menu. Both my 
friend and I went for fish, with 
April opting for a traditional option of fish 
and chips. It was served with all the 
trimmings and the homemade tartare sauce 
was to die for.

West London is not short on new - and thrilling - ways to get into shape

B arrecorre, hot yoga, voga... 

You think you’ve seen it all, 
and then the next fitness trend 
comes along to get you chasing 
those endorphins again. Anti-gravity 
yoga and aerial acrobatics are big news 
this year, with the likes of Aerialand in 
West London offering a host of classes. 
Aerial yoga uses a low-hanging, 
hammock-like sling to support your body 
weight, lengthen your spine and allow 
for deeper stretches. Best of all, you 
don’t need any previous experience to 
have a go at the silks - and it works 
every muscle in the body, from your 


wrists to your abdominals. 

For horse riders and would-be 
equestrians, head south to Wimbledon 
Common, with friendly stables such as 
Stag Lodge and Ridgway Stables 
offering lessons for beginners and 
experts. This year however, there’s a 
twist: Wimbledon Village Stables have 
now launched their pioneering ‘Equicise’ 
simulator, which replicates the behaviour 
of a perfectly trained horse so you can 
focus on technique and alignment. In 
conjunction with yoga and Pilates, it also 
improves core stability and endurance - 
all great for posture and for minimising 


risk of injury, either in the saddle or out 
of it. ‘We’re trying to really tie in fitness 
and riding. They go hand in hand,’ says 
owner Carol Andrews. ‘Most of the time, 
when people aren’t sitting correctly, it’s 
because their core is weak. It’s easier 
with the simulator to correct technique 
and identify any issues. You need your 
body aligned for any sport, because if 
you’re using one side more than the 
other, you’re going to create a weakness.’

Exhilarating and exciting, getting fit 
shouldn’t be so much fun.

Discovering your inner bhuti... 







I t's easy to walk past bhuti, the new centre for wellbeing opened on 
Hill Rise in Richmond Town Centre. Its white fagade and shop front are 
discreet and unassuming, and if you do make it inside it feels more like 
a concept lifestyle shop you'd find in Islington, selling an eclectic 
range of organic skincare ranges, yoga mats, healing jewellery, scented 
candles, books and yoga gear, than an eco wellbeing escape. 

However, as you venture further inside you discover there is a great 
deal more going on here, and the team are incredibly warm and 
welcoming, proud to show off their new home. Just up the stairs is a Tea 
Room, but one which is 100% vegan, organic, gluten and refined sugar 
free. Fussy eaters or health nuts can eat everything here, which is freshly 
made on the premises by the chef Eli Haljas (her previous post was at La 
Suite West's vegan restaurant in Bayswater) and her team. There is always 
a hot dish of the day, soup, salads and guilt free sweet treats. 

As you delve deeper, you discover a zoned member's space with 
terrace for work and relaxation, well-equipped changing rooms with lla 
products, and the icing on the cake is a very special yoga studio, bathed in 
natural light, which streams in through the stained glass windows. The 
owner, Samantha Trinder (the brains behind the Bingham a popular local 
haunt and hotel in Richmond), was advised by a vastu shastra (the Indian 
version of Feng Shui) expert, and the positive energy is palpable. There are 
around 35 classes a week and the schedule is growing, including various 
forms of yoga including mother and baby, and pregnancy, mat pilates, 
barre and more, bhuti membership includes unlimited classes, and free 
member's events and talks on various aspects of well-being. 

The treatments are to die for - there are face and body treatments from 
award-winning new British brands like Elemental Herbology, and Oskia, as 
well as lesser-known Live Native, a 100% vegan, beyond organic living 
skincare brand.

A PICTURE 

Taking in art and a wondrous train journey, 
why Machu Picchu is merely the tip of the 
cultural iceberg in Peru

B efore I had the pleasure of 

visiting Peru, I must admit that 
the thought of travelling to 
South America conjured up 
thoughts of grubby gap-year backpackers 
trekking to Machu Picchu. With 
university a very distant memory, what I 
want from a holiday now is a very 
different story - but there is more to Peru 
than its famous historical Inca trail. 

We departed London Heathrow on a 
night TAM flight, which is part of Latin 
American airlines group, LATAM. We 
passed through Brazil’s Sao Paulo airport 
in transit before touching down in Lima, 
Peru’s cosmopolitan capital - and largest 
- city at 1 lam the following morning. 

After checking into our first hotel, 
Belmond Miraflores Park, we freshened 
up before grabbing a bite to eat - and a 
welcome drink, Peru’s national tipple 


Pisco Sour - at Tragaluz, the hotel’s 
contemporary restaurant by restaurateur 
Augusto Baertl. 

Peru has a thriving arts scene, both 
contemporary and traditional, and this 
can be seen in Lima’s 
array of art galleries. 

One of the most 
notable is Mate Museo 
Mario Testino - a non¬ 
profit gallery in the 
Barranco district that 
he ‘established to 
contribute to Peru 
through the cultivation and promotion of 
culture and heritage’. It also showcases 
some of the famous Peruvian fashion 
photographer’s most iconic photographs 
including portraits of Kate Moss and 
Princess Diana. 

We took a tour of Lima’s vibrant 


districts by bicycle - the roads are 
initially intimidating, but this is great 
way to see the architecture and artistic 
merit of the city. The sky in Lima is 
almost permanently grey, but rain is rare. 

To see blue skies, and 
a more historical side 
of Peru, head to 
Cusco. Just over an 
hour’s TAM flight and 
you touch down at an 
altitude of 3 , 310 m, 
with quite a view of 
the Andes mountains. 

We checked in at Belmond Palacio 
Nazarenas, a grand hotel set in a 
peaceful plaza behind Cusco’s main 
square. A former palace and convent, 
Palacio Nazarenas is historical and 
luxurious with all mod cons - including 
oxygen that is pumped into the rooms

through the air con to counteract any 
adverse effects of the altitude. There’s a 
gorgeous spa and Cusco’s only outdoor 
infinity-edge pool too. The drop in 
temperature from Lima to Cusco is 
noticeable, so pack sensibly. 

We spent a morning browsing Cusco’s 
colourful San Pedro Market before 
continuing the art theme, meeting Teo 
Chambi - the grandson of Martin 
Chambi, the Peruvian photographer who 
inspired Mario Testino. At Chambi’s 
studio (he is also a photographer) he 
shared his memories of his grandfather 
and proudly showed us photographs and 
negatives from the archives. Do explore 
Cusco on foot, the architecture and 
landscape here is fascinating. 

From Cusco, we boarded the 
Belmond Hiram Bingham (a vintage, 
luxury train complete with bar). A live 
band - and the pisco sours - combine to 
create a lively, party carriage, that is if 
you can tear your eyes away from the 
unbelievable scenery you are passing. 

The Hiram Bingham’s destination is 
Machu Picchu (so don’t get too carried 
away at the bar, you’ll want to preserve 
your energy for your arrival). 

The ancient Incan citadel is one of the 
seven wonders of the world and it truly 
is wondrous. Words fall short of 
describing the experience so I urge you 
to see it for yourself. Arrive early to see 
the sun rise and some truly magnificent 


sights - better still, stay at Belmond 
Sanctuary Lodge, the only hotel at the 
base of the citadel. 

After Cusco and Machu Picchu, we 
travelled by train (the Vistadome, with 
panoramic windows) to Ollantaytambo, 
where we transferred to Belmond Hotel 
Rio Sagrado. With a backdrop of The 
Sacred Valley and the Urubamba River, 
Hotel Rio Sagrado feels like a ranch - a 
resplendent one at that. My garden suite 
was light-filled, spacious and with a most 
luxurious marble bathroom. The spa here 
is also impressive and the view while 
you’re swimming in the outdoor pool is 
nothing short of spectacular. The food 
was consistently good during our tour of 
Belmond’s Peruvian properties, but a 
special mention must go to our final 
destination, where we experienced a 
traditional Inca-style barbecue called 
pachamanca. Hours before we sat down 
to sample the pachamanca, preparation 
began by digging a hole in the ground 
and filling it with hot stones. Once hot 
enough, the marinated meat and 
vegetables are placed on the stones, and 
the hole is filled with earth. Pachamanca 
means ‘earth pot’, and as we tuck into 
the food so lovingly prepared from the 
earth I question if a barbecue back home 
will ever taste as good again. After the 
pursuits of Machu Picchu - and the 
Hiram Bingham - Hotel Rio Segrado is 
the perfect Peruvian spot for some R&R.

great examples,’ de Picciotto says. ‘They 
are growing and cooking, and the 
children are involved, getting their hands 
dirty throughout the year. An edible 
garden transcends through all of school 
life by enhancing what is currently going 
on. From gardening clubs and cookery 
classes, to using the growing process and 
nutritional values in science lessons. It 
even stretches to maths and young 
enterprise - the school could sell their 
produce too. I am on a mission to 
help any school recognise the 
importance of this.’ 
Although that 
McDonald’s memory 
is nigh on 30 years 
ago now, some 
things haven’t 
changed - and if 
anything the problem 
has manifested itself 
ten fold. ‘In today’s 
fast paced society, we 
have forgotten the basics,’ 
de Picciotto states. ‘Our children 
don’t know where their food comes 
from, and that food from the earth can 
taste good and make you feel good. This 
generation don’t understand fresh 
flavours and foods as they’ve become 
conditioned to only the taste of sugar and 
salt. Even growing herbs from a simple 
window box can make a difference to 
their understanding. I am hoping these 
children will teach both their parents and 
the generations after them.’

I have a lot of happy childhood 

memories, but there’s one that sticks 
in my mind that, today, makes my 
stomach knot a little. It was a 
birthday trip to McDonald’s to step 
inside their freezers (still not sure why) 
before tucking into a Happy Meal. Bliss, 
or so I thought at the time. 

However, would I have enjoyed it so 
much if I knew the nutritional facts 
about my burger and fries? Gia de 
Picciotto believes not. ‘I love to talk to 
children about “real food” by teaching 
them how to look at ingredients,’ the 
Holland Park resident enthuses. ‘If there 
is an item on a package that they cannot 
pronounce or recognise, then it’s not real 
food and most likely a preservative. I 
like children to take an interest in food.’ 

She is the driving force behind Edible 
Garden, a pioneering programme to 
educate children in schools about food. 
Inspired in part by Alice Waters, whose 
Edible Schoolyard project in America 
has been hugely successful, de Picciotto 


also points to her 
upbringing as a 
reason for her 
passionate beliefs. 

‘Growing up my 
mother and 
grandmother did 
everything possible 
to make my meals 
more nutritious,’ she 
recollects. ‘When I had 
my first son I realised that, for 
me, food meant wellness and that by 
providing healthy, seasonal meals for my 
family I would keep our immune 
systems strong and we would all be 
healthy. When he began school, I learnt 
that not everyone knew the basics and 
that I could help by providing an edible 
education. I believe every child should 
have this knowledge.’ 

Although in its infancy, Edible 
Garden is already leaving its mark on 
schools in the area. ‘Colville Primary 
School and Knightsbridge School are 
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Embracing an innovative, modern approach whilst keeping 
traditional values at its core, Kew House School takes an exciting 
stance on 21st century education. With state-of-the-art facilities, 
a broad curriculum and excellent pastoral care, Kew House is 
a place where you would want to be - a place of learning and 
discovery, laughter and friendship.
